STORM NOTES. 


D am a g e D one steu tb ot tb e City* 
Loas to F a rm e rs . 
Reports on the damage done by the 
storm continue to come iu from the sur­ 
rounding country. Adam Clements, the 
proprietor of the Aliso-street stables, 
started Wednesday morning to go out to 
his ranch, which is in the Ban Antonio dis­ 
trict. H e found that the Los Angeles 
river had changed its coarse into the 
Laguna ranch, and that the country in 
that vicinity was completely flooded. In 
several places the families had been 
compelled to get on top of the houses, 
and were taken off on rafts. The Nadeau 
levee held good until the water began to 
pour over it. The winery is a total 
wreck, and the wine is most of it ruined. 
The loss is variously stated at from $25,­ 
000 to $50,000. 
Probably the worst sufferers by the 
flood are farming people living in the 
district south of the city. The loss of 
hay and damage to onthoussB is consid - 
erable, and in m any cases their stock 
was drowned. 
L. T. Garcsey, the President of the 
Providencia Land and W ater Company, 
undertook to ford the river in a buggy, 
while the water was rnnuing high and 
was upset and very nearly lost his lite.

THE NEW ROADS. 


Supervisors, Councilmen and 
Citizens Meet. 


TH EY PREPAR E FOB BUSINESS. 


R esolutions Offered and R eferred . 
M eeting A djonrns T ill N ext 
Tuesday A fternoon. 


A meeting was held yesterday after­ 
noon at the rooms of the Cham ber of 
Commerce on First street at w hich were 
present most of the members of the City 
Council, of the Board of Supervisors of 
the county and th e Directors of the 
Cham ber of Commerce. The meeting 
was called for the purpose of taking 
some kind of action in the m atter of the 
new roads which are building into Los 
Angeles from Salt Lake City, it being 
the opinion of a num ber of the prominent 
business men and capitalists of this city 
that some action onght to be taken to 
assist these roads in their contemplated 
enterprise. In addition to the represen­ 
tatives from the three bodies above men­ 
tioned there were present twenty or 
thirty other prominent citizens. 
Supervisor S. M. Perry presided and 
M. R . Higgins acted as Secretary. After 
the reading of the call for the meetiDg 
Mr. Perry 
asked for information or 
expression 
of 
opinion 
from 
any 
of those present on the inatter of business 
which was before them. 
After a few 
mom ents of waiting, Colonel J. J . Ayers 
said: I t seems to be a tolerably well 
established fact that at least two of the 
great eastern roads are looking for an 
outlet to this Coast to put them selves on 
a footing to compete with those which 
have already accomplished transconti­ 
nental routes'. One of these roads is now 
working in this direction, and the other 
is believed to have nearly completed its 
plans. 
If these roade are to come to the 
Coast they m ast come through L ob An­ 
geles. This is the gateway and the nat­ 
ural outlet to the interior basin. Twenty 
years ago all th e trade from that vast 
mining section came to this city, and our 
streets were crowded with mule trains 
from Salt Lake. 
The Central.Pacific has 
deflected much of this trade to the 
northern part of the State, hut in time it 
m ust come back to us. 
Henceforth 
no 
new 
railroad 
will 
attem pt to 
cross the Sierras to the north. 
Never­ 
theless it is right that we as a people 
should do all in our power to help these 
roads to come tbiB way. 
The resources 
of the mining countries through which 
they pass are sufficient of themselves to 
make of Los Angeles a city of metropol­ 
itan size and power. There is one great 
city of the West which has become great 
rather by the energy of its citizens than 
by the advantages of its situation. 
C hi­ 
cago has shown us the example which 
we are to follow. 
Let us throw open 
wide onr gates, and stand ready to re­ 
v iv e the prosperity which rolls on in 


our dire*,.-Hon. 
These remara «were received with loud 
applause. 
At their c;"C lu.ion Maior W 
K . Burke arose and offerer. the ,ollowlD! 
resolution: 
The Los Angeles Cham ber of Com 
merce being f u l l y sensible of the count­ 
less advantages that would accrue to 
every legitimate interest of our county 
bv the entrance of a transcontinental 
railroad line via Salt Lake, hereby de­ 
clares:

. 
That the efforts in th at direction afe 
entitled to and should receive the encour­ 
agement of all the people of Los Ange­ 
les, and this Cham ber hereby tenders said 
enterprise a full measure of goodwill, to 
be supplemented at the proper time by 
more substantial evidences of apprecia­ 
tion. 
. 
. 
That Loa Angeles county in its State­ 
like expanse possesses more to court the 
attention of the capitalist than any other 


enterprises as these railroads for their 
extension to onr city, we shall only sup­ 
plem ent them by publicly declaring to 
the gentlemen who are in ' control of the 
aaid railways that the people of Los An­ 
geles will extend to their respective lines 
all the term inal and other facilities that 
it is within their power to grant, as well 
as every encouragement which can be 
given by a people whose interests will be 
their interests. 
In view of these facts, 
th e people of Los Angeles represented in 
public assemblage, 
Resolve, T hat they pledge themselves 
to the railroad corporations referred to 
above to make to tbem every concession 
that they m ay require in reason upon 
reaching this city ; that they will secure 
them right of way within the corporation; 
that they will, as far as they can, pro­ 
cure them land for depot facilities, and 
that they will encourage them in their 
enterprises in every way which lies in 
their power. 
Sutherland Hutton then offered the 
fol’owing ror consideration: 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting th at it is the duty of the City 
Council to immediately require from the 
parties to whom the so-called U tah fran­ 
chise has been granted an immediate 
and open guarantee from 
accredited 
representatives of a transcontinental line 
that the franchise will be used by them 
in strict accordance with its term s and 
that work shall be commenced at once 
and pushed to a conclusion ; and that in 
the event that said guarantee is not given 
that said franchise be forfeited, and the 
same offered to any and all roads desir­ 
ing the same on such 
conditions as 
are necessary for the protection of our 
interests as a city, but ou the condition 
that the advent of said road be limited 
to two years from June 1, 1890. 
Major Jones objected to the m atter of 
the 8eott-Marble franchise being brought 
np, as the meeting had been called to 
consider the subject in a general way. 
He announced that certain facts were 
likely to come to light in a few days 
which would make the attitude of the 
holders of that franchise a little clearer. 
He was oppoeed to undue haste in acting 
on the m atter. 
Hervey Lindley moved that the reso­ 
lutions be submitted to a committee con­ 
sisting of the Presidents o( the Board of 
Supervisors, the City Council and the 
Cham ber of Commerce, and th at this 
committee be asked to report at the 
meeting of the Cham ber of Commerce 
on January 3d. 
Ex-Mayor W orkman wanted action 
taken earlier than that stated, if pos­ 
sible. 
Sutherland Hutton said he would 
like to see the meeting take some action. 
Mr. Van Doren moved an am endment 
to Mr. Lindley’s motion that the report 
of this committee be received at a spe­ 
cial meeting next Tuesday afternoon. 
Mr. Lindley accepted the am endm ent, 
and the motion wa9 carried. 
Mr. W orkman moved that the Board 
of Supervisors and the City Council be 
requested to look into the m atter and as­ 
certain what power they had to offer any 
assistance to a railroad which should 
contemplate coming in this direction, 
and should report at the next meeting. 
The m otion was carried. 
Mr. J. H. Book moved that the com­ 
mittee of the Presidents of the three 
bodies be requested to confer with the 
authorities of the several railway lineB 
and learn, if poseible, w hether they were 
ready for active co-operation on the part 
of the citizens.

Coal and Iron Men Clamor 
for Protection. 


6ENERAL 
IMBODEN’S 
VIEWS. 


The Kace Problem Declared to be a 
Factor in the Question 
of Tariff. 


I A sso ciated P re ss DlsDfttohea to th e H b e a l d . | 


W a s h in g to n , 
December 
2 7 .— The 
House W ays and M eans Committee re­ 
newed its hearings on the tariff this 
morning. 
Arguments were presented on 
the subject of the duty on table cutlery, 
stoves, gold leaf and bronze powders, 
anvils, tin plates, wire rods and wire. 
General Im boden of Virginia, speak­ 
ing for the South, favored the retention 
of the duty on coal and iron ore. 
He 
contended th a t the coal, iron and rail­ 
road industry in the South would be 
im periled if coal was placed on the free 
list. The men who worked the mines in 
the South are principally negroes. These 
people had to be provided with work. If 
they did not receive work they would 
live 
on 
the 
whites 
dishonestly. 
A 
negro 
would 
not 
steal 
if he 
could get work. 
He (Imboden) was 
a protectionist; he always had been one, 
and believed th at if in the South there 
could be a fair and square vote on the 
protection issue, withput any extraneous 
issues, the protection issue and the pro­ 
tectionists would overwhelmingly carry 
at least four or five Southern States. The 
North had been made rich by protection; 
it was now the opportunity of the South 
to become rich. 
If anybody was to be 
protected, he would rather make an 
American rich than a Hungarian, Italian 
or Belgian. 
Flower, of New York, inquired in ref­ 
erence to the rem ark as to the elections 
in the South, w hether Mr. Imboden 
m eaat th at the color line had to be 
drawn, and th at the gentlem an had to 
vote against his sentim ents. 
General 
Im boden replied : “ We are compelled to 
stand together there under certain con­ 
ditions when the tariff sinks into insig­ 
nificance. 
On the question of protection 
I am a R epublican; on local questions I 
am a Democrat.” 
Judge Bowling, of Virginia, also made 
an argum ent in favor of the protection of 
iron ore. 
He thought this m atter of 
protection to the industries of Virginia 
had become one of the most im portant 
features in the determ ination of the race 
qu3stion. 
Farm ing did not pay in V ir­ 
ginia and other labor m ust be supplied 
to the negro. 
Protection was a source of 
strength to the people of the South in 
endeavoring to make better citizens of 
the negroes. Several other coal operators 
argued against the reduction of duty on 
coal. 


F t I T IC E N C O N F E R R E D . 


T h r e e N e w U la lio p * C o n s e c r a t e d a t 
S t. P a u l . 
S t. P a l l , December 27.—This city was 
the scene this morning of an event of 
m ore than ordinary interest to church­ 
m en, in the consecration of three new 
Bishops, w ith all the august rites and 
imposing ceremonials of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 
The ceremony was 
conferred by Archbishop Ireland, assisted 
by the Moat Reverend Thomas L. Grace. 
The priests on whom the m itre was con­ 
ferred were Rev. John Stanley, of St. 
P a u l; Rev. Jam es McGolrick, of M inne­ 
apolis, and Rev. Joseph B. Cotter, of 
Winona. The papal briefs, which were 
read by the resident Bishop’s notary , in 
lull robes, first in Latin, then in English, 
appointed Bishop Stanley to the See of 
North Dakota, while Bishop McGolrick 
goes to the diocese of D uluth, and Bishop 
Cotter will have charge of the diocese of 
W inona. The doors of St. Peter’s cathe­ 
dral wei*e thrown open at 9 o’clock, and 
before 10 over 9,000 people thronged the 
ediflce. Sixteen Bishops were in a pro­ 
cession, in the ranks of which figured 
also nearly 900 priests. 
It was a superb 
and impressive spectacle. 


T H E M O N E Y M A R K E T . 


A S u d d e n A d v a n c e F o l l o w e d b y a 
Q u i c k D e c l i n e . 
N e w Y o r k , December 27.—The con­ 
tinued stringency in money was more 
m arked today, and from the opening of 
the Stock Exchange loaning rates ruled 
at high figures. In the first half hour 
loans were renewed at 9 per cent., and 
th e first loan of money on call waB made 
at 10 per cent. The rate quickly moved 
up to 12, then to 18, 20, 25 and 30, and 
it was stated some loans were privately 
m ade at above 30. 
The price fell back 
to 20, and a large am onnt was required 
at that figure. The prices of stocks were 
well sustained in ttfb faee of the stringent 
money market, and some of the special­ 
ties made slight advances. 
The higher rateB for money caused a 
further reduction in the rates for Sterling 
exchange, which is now down to about 
the gold importing price, and the proba­ 
bility th at the continuance of the high 
rate for money for even a day or two 
would correct itself by bringing imports 
of gold, was a source of encouragement 
to the holders of stock.

The meetiDg of representative bodies 
to give public expression to the senti­ 
m ents of our people in relation to the 
projected railroad extensions to this city 
from TJtah may not have any positive 
•effect upon the corporations in question, 
but it will show onr good-will and our 
readiness to extend to them all the ter­ 
minal and other facilities that lie in our 
power. The importance to Los Angeles 
of opening up the vast mineral regions in 
Nevada and southeastern California that 
will he tapped by these lines is possibly 
not duly appreciated by all of our peo­ 
ple. Yet we feel assured that, as great 
as have been the benefits conferred upon 
us by the railway enterprises already in 
operation hero, they are not nearly as 
immediate in their hearing upon our 
commercial and industrial prosperity ae 
will prove the railway extensions that 
are now prcjected. W hilst the Santa Fe 
and its auxiliaries and the Southern P a­ 
cific with its immense ramifications have 
had the effect of opening our country to 
a new and welcome era of growth and 
prosperity, yet the projected extensions 
will bring to us an acceseion of instru­ 
m entalities, which, conjoined with our 
great agricultural and horticultural re' 
sources, will symmetrize, round out and 
complete our facilities for permanent 
progress and development in all branches 
of industry. 
We have cften adverted to the fact 
that Los Angeles is the natural outlet 
and entrepot of the G reat Interior Basin. 
It is the natural gateway to this Coast 
from the midland States, and cannot 
hereafter be overlooked by any railway 
corporation seeking to enter the State of 
California. These are, of course, very 
im portant facta. Bnt to build up a great 
commercial and manufacturing city here, 
something else 
besides soil products 
is 
necessary. 
I t 
is 
indispensable 
th at we should have cheap fuel. This 
desideratum will be supplied by the new 
roads, which will pass through a region 
unsurpassed in the quality of its coaland 
the extensiveness of its measures. W ith 
cheap fuel there is no limit to the vari­ 
ety and extent of manufacturing indus­ 
tries that can be profitably established 
here. Perhaps, however, the most im­ 
portant industrial pursuits 
that will 
naturally 
grow 
up \ here 
from 
the 
new 
railroed 
connections - will 
be 
those 
that 
are 
connected 
with the treatm ent of ores. There is 
really no lim it to the possibilities of this 
peculiar industry, for the whole eight 
hundred mileB of country the new lines 
will tap abound in mineral districts that 
have long lain dorm ant simply because 
it would not pay to transport their ores 
by wagon. The employment which these 
establishments will give cannot he lim­ 
ited. 
A single establishm ent engaged in 
separating the precious metals from ores 
will require thousands of operatives to 
do its work, and these establishments 
may be duplicated indefinitely, for there 
is really no lim it to the supply of ores 
that can be had from the scores of rich 
districts of southeastern Nevada and 
California. 
It will therefore he seen that the ad­ 
vent of these railroads meanB a great 
increase in our industrial population 
other than agricultural. 
I t means the 
accession of profitable manufactories in 
all classes of metals. 
The effect, of 
course, of this vast accession of manufac­ 
turing population will be naturally to 
favorably react upon the agricultural in 
dustry, and to settle up our farm country 
with a speed that will astonish even 
those who have given the most earnest 
and intelligent thought to the subject. 
If the railroads already operating here 
have decupled our city population in ten 
years, those that we now so confidently 
look for will assure Los Angeles a popu­ 
lation of at least a quarter of a million 
souls in another decade. 
But perhape 
the most beneficent feature of the new 
era which is dawning upon us is that 
which enables us to contemplate a mil­ 
lion of inhabitants in this immediate 
section, devoted to diversified industries 
each favorably reacting opon the other, 
and all ensuring a: prosperity of even 
permanence and of enduring increase in 
the general wealth. 


T h e money stringency in the New 
York m arket has forced the rate of loans 
in some instances np to 30 per cent.

W e are bereft of one-half the value of 
available money, so th at a few money- 
bugs and usurers may milk the m er­ 
chant and create au artificial panic. 
This, too, in the face of the fact that the 
country is abundantly able, with the 
concurrent power of the two precious 
m etals acting together as a circulating 
m edium, to supply every dem and which 
th e legitim ate business of the people re­ 
quires. 
Surely we are like the man who 
is trying to accomplish a work with one 
hand at a tremendous disadvantage 
which he could get through with easily 
if he would use both. 
I t is about tim e 
the nation unshackled the other arm 
which it has tied up with legislative 
bandages. 


T h e battle of the cable company this 
eeason will be memorable in the annals 
of th at corporation and of thia city. It 
has been a hand-to-hand fight, almost 
without cessation since the first trem en­ 
dous rains th at set in in October. Time 
and again have the engine houses been 
flooded and the great machinery brought 
to a standstill. 
But not for long. The 
indom itable spirit who presides over the 
destinies of that system has risen with the 
difficulties he had to confront, and over­ 
come them as rapidly as they aroee.

I t w i l l take several days to rectify the 
disarrangem ent to the mails and travel 
upon our local railroads. 
Fortunately 
we m ay now say with some positive de­ 
gree of certainty that the storm is over 
and has done its worst. 
I t has been 
one of the greatest severity experienced 
here since 1804, hut has done much lees 
damage within the limits of our city, 
simply because the great im provements 
made 
in 
our 
streets 
and in the 
river have 
rendered it 
less 
capa­ 
ble 
of 
harm . 
The 
bridges 
have 
stood 
the terrible strain rem arkably 
well, and those that gave way will be 
replaced by ones built upon more endur­ 
ing principles. 
W e have ascertained a 
great deal npon this subject during the 
past few days, and the Southern Pacific 
R ailroad Company will doubtless profit 
by th e lesson and erect new bridges 
across the river that will weather the se­ 
verest freshets we may hereafter look 
for. The damage to the railroads out­ 
side th e city has been great, hut they 
will he made again practicable in a few 
days, and everything will once more run 
smoothly in the old channels. 


R e s i d e n t s along the hills west of town 
are becoming 
quite earnest in their 
efforts to get a good street from the cen­ 
ter of the city to their hom es. All sorts 
of projects are being broached according 
to the interests of their formulators. 
Probably the best and most practical 
would be th is : 
Let Second street re­ 
main as it is as to grades, and put a good 
cable road on it. To do this would call 
for the confiscation of the present fran­ 
chise and the finding of parties who will 
take a new one to put in a double track 
and operate a good road. Then cut First 
street so as to make that a good traffic 
grafie for the use of vehicles. In this 
way all interests will be well taken care 
of. 
First street runs straight to the 
western limits of the city, and would 
afford a good drive, or n o t too long a 
walk. There is really only one propertv- 
holder on that street who makes serious 
objection to the grading of it in such a 
way as to give an excellent traffic grade. 
Nor would this plan necessitate the re­ 
grading of any of the cross streets on the 
way out.

Medical News tomorrow will publish an 
exhaustive article on influenza, or la 
grippe, by Professor Bartholomew, oí the 
Jefferson Medical College. 
I t sayá, in 
part, that Influenza comes suddenly-and 
goes as quickly. 
The least robust at any 
age and aged women seem to be the first 
victims. 
The large numbers sim ultane­ 
ously attacked attract general attention, 
and thus the m ost impressionable are 
seized, the onset being facilitated by any 
depressing Dotion, like fear or illness. 
W ith the first access of nasal and facial 
irritation, comes chilliness, which is 
followed 
by feverishness with 
pro­ 
nounced m alaria and headache, weak­ 
ness and sot eneas of 
the members, 
especially of the large joints. 
With the 
progress of the disease there is consider­ 
able general weakness and a marked de 
presBion of the vital powers when a fatal 
termination is to occur. 
Ab a rule, the 
affection extends downward into the 
trachea, and bronchitis takes place. R e­ 
lapses are 
common, and frequently 
pass by an easy transition into chronic 
bronchitis, ABthma, etc. 
Sometimes the 
catarrhal process contributes to chronic 
disease of the ear, nose and throat, and 
perm anently damages those parts.

The Imperial 
family, becauee of having changed their 
attitude from acquiescence to encourage­ 
ment of the pretensions of reaction, were 
deprived of their civil list and subsidy. 
The Em peror, under the advice of dis­ 
astrous counsellors, refused the subsidy 
because it was an act of the revolution, 
but accepted the civil list as arig h t 
based upon law. 
In view of this denial 
of the legitimacy of the revolution,which 
has been 
sanctioned 
by 
the whole 
country, our measure of cutting off the 
civil list 
and 
subsidy was an act 
of mere common sense. These measures 
have here met with general support. We 
shall continue to respect all rights, main 
tain tribunals, organize adm inistration, 
observe all contracts and keep up the 
budget; but any attem pt against public 
order will be repressed with implacable 
severity. 
Commerce, agriculture and 
the working classes call upon us to as­ 
sume this attitude. 
W e shall hand over 
to the constitutional convention the re­ 
public intact. Those who believe this 
convention is called to decide between a 
republic and a m onarchy are mistaken. 
A m onarchy is out of the question. The 
European press should not he misled by 
newsmongers whoBe machinations are 
here objects of am azem ent or derision. 
These mistakes of the press foment here 
schem es of disturbance, but the dilemm a 
now is simply a republic or anarchy.” 
L o n d o n , December 27 —Portugal, Ger­ 
many and Italy will shortly send a col­ 
lective note to the provisional govern­ 
ment of Brazil, protesting against the 
Governm ent’s schem e in regard to the 
naturalization oi foreigners residing in 
Brazil.

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FATAL DISASTERS. 


A British Ship Sunk on the 
Colnmbia. 


BON 
INTO 
BY 
8TE4MEK. 


Several Lives Lost In the Collision. 
Three Persons Cremated a t ' 
San Francisco.

P o r t l a n d , Or., December 2 7 .— At 1 :3 0 
o’clock this morning the Union Pacific 
steamer Oregon, plying between here 
and San Francisco, ran into and sunk 
the British ship Clan McKenzie, at Coffin 
rock, on the 
Columbia river, forty- 
three miles from this city. Charles 
Austin 
and 
Mathew 
Reed, 
two 
colored sailors, were instantly killed. 
They were asleep in the forecastle of the 
Clan McKenzie, and when the bow of 
the Oregon struck her, a sharp plate of 
iron ran into the bunks in which the 
sailors were lying, cutting the two men 
in halves. They were struck at the 
waist, and the upper part pf each body 
dropped into 
the 
river 
and sank. 
Charles 
Fish, a coal paeser 
of 
the 
Oregoo, was injured, but not fatally. A 
sailor on the Clan McKenzie was badly 
injured, but will recover. 
At Coffin rock the Clan McKenzie 
came to anchor at dark last night, to wait 
till morning and high tide, in order to 
come up the river. Captain Simpson, 
her Master, said: "My watchman was 
on deck. 
We had just put out a fresh 
light on the masthead, and the sidelights 
were all put out, and I was straight 
with the channel and did not swing the 
anchor. Leaving the watchman on deck. 
1 and officers and crew turned into onr 
bunks. I was soundly sleeping when 
suddenly I was awakened by a tremen­ 
dous jar and crashing, and heard the 
water foaming into the hold. 
I imme­ 
diately got the boats out after finding my 
ship sinking, and took my wife and crew 
to Bhore." 
At the time of the collision the Oregon 
was running under slow boll, and ran 
her bow on the port side into the star­ 
board bow of the Xllan McKenzie a dis­ 
tance of thirty feet, tearing up the Ore­ 
gon’s bow completely and ripping up the 
decks aDd railing for about forty feet 
from the forecastle. About twenty men 
were sleeping in the bunks, and when 
they got out they were covered with 
wreckage. Fish was the only man hurt. 
As soon as she struck the K cK qdz e 
the Oregon attempted to back, but her 
broken ironwork was in the iron sides of 
the sailing vessel, so that only after pev- 
eral hours work did she succeed in dis­ 
entangling herself. The staterooms and 
steerage of the steamer were all filled 
with 
passengers, who 
were thrown 
ont the instant the crash came. 
Soon after daylight this morning the 
Oregon took the crew and Captain of the 
Clan McKenzie aboard and steamed 
back to this city. 
The Clan McKenzie 
sank in about five and one-half fathoms 
of water. 
It ie thought the vessel can 
be raised. 
Both Captain Hopman and Pilot Please 
of the Oregon, decline to make any state­ 
ments. The loss to the Oregon for ro- 
pairs is estimated at $8,000. The dam­ 
age to the Clan McKenzie, which was 
in ballast, is difficult to estimate. The 
vessel cost $80,000, and is said to be fully 
insured.

After the llames were extinguished it 
was found that two persons, in addition 
to Mias Copeland, bad perished. The 
body of Mrs. Crowell, a roomer in the 
attic of the building, was found lying 
across the threshold of her door, where 
she had been overcome by suffocation. 
The body of a washerwoman who was 
known as Ida, and who used to room 
with Mrs. Crowell, was also found n6ar 
that of Miss Copeland. Miss Copeland 
and Ida were burned beyond recognition.

Fireman Logan and Policeman Wil­ 
liams went to the rescue of Mrs. Crowell 
and her son, who were in the attic. 
Logan was overcome by smoke and 
fell unconscious to the floor. Officer 
Williams 
took 
young 
Crowell 
out 
and then returned for Logan, whom he 
carried to a place of safety. He then 
returned for Mrs. Crowell, hut was al­ 
most suffocated and was obliged to re 
treat to save himself. Logan soon re­ 
covered and went to work. 
Later estimates place the loss at $40,­ 
000, which is covered by insurance.

The Railway Lines Getting 
Into Shape Again. 


SOME LIVELY WORK BEING DONE. 


S an P ed ro and R edondo Lines Open. 
E a ste rn P assen g ers G ettin g 
T h ro u g h . 


The railroads are pulling out of the 
hole in which they were placed by the 
itorm more rapidly than might have 
been expected, considering the extent 
and severity of their iniuries. Theee are 
the times that try railroad men to Bee 
what kind of stud' they have in them. 
The local contingent of both the Southern 
Pacific and the 8anta Fe are showing 
themselves fully equal to the emergency 
The lines may be utterly demoralized 
but the authorities decline to get “ rat­ 
tled,” and with indefatigable industry 
and skillful management are rapidly 
bringing order out of chaos. The only 
thing which is capable of causing them 
vexation now is the thought that it may 
begin raining at any m inute, and undo 
all the work which they have accom­ 
plished thus far. 
The 8outbern Pacific succeeded in get­ 
ting its line to San Pedro open after a 
fashion. The announcement on the bul- 
letion board at the depot setB forth the 
fact that passengers will be compelled to 
walk about a mile. 
Nevertheless the 
train at 2 o'clock carried down about 
150 people, most of whom took passage 
for San Francisco. A telegram received 
late in the afternoon from Mr. Hogwood, 
who 
is superintending 
the 
work, 
says that the break in the line has been 
reduced to about half a mile, and that it 
will probably be closed before this morn­ 
ing, so that trains can run all right on 
schedule time between the port and the 
city today. The mail and express from 
the north and east will come in by boat 
today, and the people who were coming 
down from the north last Tuesday and 
were caught at Mojave, will arrive. The 
walking over the break in the road is not 
as bad as might be supposed, as the com­ 
pany sent down a carload of planks, 
which were laid down to keep the pas­ 
sengers’ feet out of the mud. 
The town of Long Beach is completely 
cut off from connection with this city. 
Passengers going there had to walk from 
Thenard 
yesterday. 
M aih 
will be 
brought in on wagons. 
The line to Mojavo will probably be 
open by Monday ulght. 
The washouts 
in the Soledad are bad, but not so bad 
as represented. 
An immense gang of 
men Las been sent down from the north, 
and a telegram received yesterday an­ 
nounced that they had put in most of 
the 250 feet of the Tejunga bridge which 
was gone. Some of (he men now work­ 
ing between here and San Pedro will be 
sent today to repair the upper of the two 
bridges over the Los Angeles river, and 
to work north toward San Fernando. 
Perhaps also by tonight or tomorrow 
morning work will be begun on the 
lower of the two bridges. 
The bridge over the Santa Ana river, 
near Colton, has been put in shape, and 
trainB from the East can now get along 
as far as Monte. The bridge at the lat­ 
ter place will probably be all right by 
tomorrow, when trains can run through 
regularly east and west as far as East 
Los Angeles. Passengers will be trans­ 
ferred from and to these in buses. 
About seventy passengers got in from 
the E ast yesterday on what the Southern 
Pacific authorities are pieased to call 
their “ hand-car special.” 
A train will 
leave for the East from East Los Angeles 
today. 
The Santa Fe is doing some very lively 
work, as is evidenced by the fact that 
they will have the shrf line open and 
trains running regularly by tomorrow 
morning. The Santa Maria, which had 
been specially chartered by the com­ 
pany, made a trip yesterday, but will not 
be needed any more. The bridge at Ri­ 
vera is badly knocked to pieces for a 
distance of about 500 feet, and it will be 
necessary to carry passengers around by 
wagon, through a detour of three miles 
over the county bridge. 
On the Orange line there are a few 
washouts between St. James and Yorba, 
b ut the work train will probably have 
these in shape today, and trains can run 
over that division tomorrow. 
The Work 
of repairing the Ballona-division bridge 
is just about completed. 
The worst problem which the 8anta 
Fe people have before them is the Cajon 
pass. The land-slides are large and 
heavy, and it must be confessed that it 
will take some time to clear them away. 
It was proposed at one time to put down 
planks through the pass and allow the 
people to walk over. This was finally 
abandoned, 
and 
the 500 passengers 
who have been resting for the past four 
days at Barstow were started back yes­ 
terday to Albuquerque, and they will be 
brought into this city by way of Deming 
and the Southern Pacific. They will ar­ 
rive on Monday, a w eek late. This íb 
shorter than sending them up to Mojave, 
even if the northern route of the South­ 
ern Pacific were clear, as there are sev­ 
eral bad washouts on the line connect­ 
ing Barstow and Mojave. 
The line from San Bernardino to Pasa­ 
dena will be open today. 
The mail will 
be Bent out to Pasadena by wagon. There 
are several landslides beyond Garvanza, 
but the bridge over the Arroyo Seco is 
now all right. 
The Santa Fe people have had one 
piece of good luck. Their freight busi­ 
ness was pretty well closed up before the 
rain came on. In the two days which 
elapsed between the last washing out of 
the surf line and the recent storm they 
managed to get through thirty-five cars 
of perishable articles into San Diego, 
much of which would otherwise have 
been a dead loss.

He asks $50,000 damages, 
The plaintiff put Officer Van Luven 
on the stand, who was appointed 
Deputy Sheriff to accompany McDougall 
to Elsinore and back. 
H e was followed 
by the plaintiff himEelf, and from his 
story the nloet interesting presentation 
of the case from a public point of view 
may be gleaned. 
McDougall told about his leaving 
Saulte 8t. Marie, in the province of On­ 
tario, Canada, in the fall of 1887. 
He 
was coming to California. 
Before he 
left he went to the bank at his place and 
asked them how he could get $1)500 to 
Los Angeles most 
safely. 
H e had 
been 
a 
farmer 
and 
a 
m erchant 
at Saulte St. Marie, 
but had done 
very little banking business in his lifet 
owing to the fact that no bank existed at 
the (Hace until a year or so before his de­ 
parture. The bank officials told him 
they would give him a New York draft 
and write a letter to a bank in Los An­ 
geles, which would serve to indentify 
him on his arrival here. They named 
the Los Angeles National Bank as the 
one they would write to. In due time 
McDougall reached Los Angeles, after 
going to Toronto, to Chicago, stopping 
ten to fifteen days in Elsinore and San 
Diego. 
He inquired where the bank 
was, and finding it presented his draft 
for $1,500. The bank referred to the 
letter irom the Saulte St. Marie bank, 
which 
they 
had 
McDougall 
en­ 
dorse 
with 
his 
name. 
He 
took 
a 
certificate 
of 
deposit 
for 
the 
m oney; then drew a check for $300, 
which he was paid. This was December 
2, 1887. 
After this he went about L ob 
Angeles taking in the situation. 
He 
thought things here were at a pretty 
high pressure at the tim e, and met a real 
estate agent from Santa Ana, who in­ 
duced him to go there and take a look at 
things. 
He then went back to the bank 
and drew $700 
in cash against his 
account, and got a certified check for 
$500, thus drawing out all his deposit. 
He went on the evening train to Santa 
Ana, and there with his cousin, who had 
accompanied him from the East, be 
bought a lodging-house. 
In part pay 
ment he gave the check certified to by 
Mr. Howes for $500 
This check was 
deposited 
for 
collection 
in 
the 
bank at Santa Ana, and two or three 
days afterward he was notified by the 
Santa Ana bank that payment was re­ 
fused by the Los Angeles National Bank 
in spite of the fact that it was a certified 
check. 
McDougall took the next train 
to Los Angeles to see what was the 
trouble. 
He got here before the bank 
opened and went to the poetoffice, wbere 
be received a letter from the bank asking 
him to call. As soon as the back opened 
he went in and asked about the matter. 
Mr. Howes and Major Bonebrake told 
him that by a broker’s circular from New 
York they had learned of the failure of 
the bank at Saulte St. Marie. They told 
him the advices were to the effect that 
depositors would get dollar for dollar, 
and 
that 
the 
bank 
in 
New 
York 
on 
which 
the 
draft 
was 
made heid $18,000 of the funds of the de­ 
funct concern. This Mr. Howes told him 
they had attached and that it was in the 
hands of the Sheriff of New York. 
At 
the same time they demanded back the 
$1 500 McDougall had received or tne 
draft. 
He told them he had paid some 
of it for the business at Santa Ana and 
the rest he had sent to his wife at Elsi­ 
nore. The banker insisted on having 
the money, but McDougall 
was not 
able to return it. 
After discussing the 
m atter some tim e longer he was going 
out of the bank to return home when Mr. 
Howee laid his hand on his ehoulder 
and said : “ Here, you can not go. This 
is Captain Darcy, Chief of Police. Cap­ 
tain Darcy this is the man we wish you 
to arrest.” Darcy had just come in at 
the 
door 
as 
McDougall 
attem pted 
to 
go out. 
The 
Chief 
took him 
to 
the 
station 
and 
pnt 
him 
charge 
of an officer. 
H e was 
detained until a train was going out to 
Elsinore, when he was turned over to 
Van Luven, who had orders to take the 
m an to Elsinore and “ bring hack $1,500 
or the m an.” McDougall went to Elsi­ 
nore with the officer. 
Was kept under 
restraint there. Not being able to get 
the money, he was brought back. He 
demurred to comiDg, when the officer 
told him if he did not come quietly he 
would put the handcuffs o n 'h im and 
bring him. 
He showed his papers as a 
Deputy Sheriff, and said : 
“ I have au­ 
thority to bring the w hole 
family.” 
Mrs. McDougall was ill at the time. Not 
wishing to have his wife disturbed nor to 
be dragged through the country with irons 
on he came. 
W hen he got here he was 
taken to the Police Station. 
Mr. Howes 
came there. 
A conference was bad 
with Justice Austin. 
McDougall pro­ 
tested his innocence 
of any intent to 
do wrong. 
He had offered to indemnify 
the bank against any lpea that m ight be 
suffered on account of" the check; but 
said he was unable then to return the 
money. He was taken to the Police 
Station again and shat up in a cell, 
where he remained for an hour or two, 
when he was released. 
The answer made formally to th e com­ 
plaint on behalf of the bank denies that 
McDougall waB incarcerated at the in­ 
stance of the bank; and then goes on 
to 
state .their 
story 
as 
to 
the 
draft and checks. It is substantially 
as above, excepting that it alleges that 
McDougall specifically agreed to let the 
money lie in the bank until it wa3 col­ 
lected in New York, but that in violation 
of this contract McDougall drew the 
money through the teller and without 
the knowledge of Mr. Howes, the cash 
ier. 
The plaintiff will make damaging 
use of the certified check signed by Mr. 
Howes to upset this theory. 
The case is adjourned until Tnesday, 
during which day the bank will present 
in full its side of the matter. 
During the progress of the proceedings 
yesterday the fact was developed that 
the Los Angeles bank actually recovered 
the full- am ount of the $1,500 through 
the New York bank on which the draft 
was made. It was contended by the de­ 
fense that the bank had lost $100 fees to 
the New York Sheriff. The plaintiff de­ 
nied this, and subpoenaed the books of 
the bank to show it.
